TWO FLY TO DEATH 
ON NIGHT JOY RIDE 
PUM HOOVER FIELD 


Keith R. Keeling and Clay 
Goodrich Pinned in 
Blazing Plane. 


TAILSPIN CARRIES 
AIRSHIP T0 GROUND 


Rescuers Find Men Who 
Started on Pleasure Trip 
Trapped in Flames. 


Embarking on an aerial pleasure 
jaunt from Hoover Field, Va., in a new- 
model monoplane shortly after dark 
last night, Keith R. Keeling, 30 years old 
of the Annapolis Hotel, and Clay Good- 
rich, 23 years old, 1917 I street north- 
west, flew to their death when the 
plane went into a tail spin after climb- 
ing 800 feet and crashed in the De- 
partment of Agriculture Experimental 
Farms in Arlington County, Va. 

The plane burst into flames when 
it struck the ground and the aviators, 
pinned in the cockpits, were burned to 
death. Keeling, pilot of the ill-fated 
ship, was « tricated from the burning 
wreckage by members of the Arlington 
County Volunteer Fire Department and 
taken to Emergency Hospital, but he 
died before arriving there. 

Goodrich, mechanic and_ general 
utility man at the field, who was sit- 
ting in the front cockpit, was crushed 
under the 450 horsepower Wright 
whirlwind motor and was not freed un- 
til almost two hours after the crash, 
He was killed instantly. Both bodies 
were taken to the District morgue last 
night. 

Had Flown Ship Before. 

Both men were off duty at the field 
when they expressed a desire to ride 
in the new monoplane, according to 
Lowell Harding, manager of the air- 
port. Keeling had flown the ship be- 
fore and liked to pilot it because of 
the powerful motor. Goodrich did not 
know how to fly and asked to be taken 
up as a passenger. 

Keeling took off from the fleld with 
ease and then circled back over jit at a 
low altitude. The men waved to friends 
watching them from the field. Then, 
according to Harding, Keeling pointed 
the nose of the airplane at the heavens 
and the powerful motor soon lifted !t 
to a height of 800 feet. By this time 
the plane was over the experimental 
farms. 

Watchers on the ground saw the 
plane begin to turn and then slip into 
the tail spin. As it circled toward the 
ground the roar of the motor could be 
heard for several blocks as Keeling 
“gave it the gun” in an attempt to 
straighten out. 7 

Found Plane in Flames, 


For one brief moment it seemed that 
he had conquered the falling plane and 
it straightened out as it dropped be- 
hind a row of trees bordering the ex- 
perimpental farms. The plane was too 
near the ground, however, and with 
motor roaring it strock the soft earth. 

Sergt. Henry McCloskey, of Fort 
Myer, who was patroling the military 
road adjoining the field, heard the 
plane’s motor roaring as it neared the 
earth. Then he heard it crash behind 
a small hill. When he reached the 
scene of the crash the whole ship was 
ablaze, McCloskey said. McCloskey,

CURTIS IS MENTIONED 
IN CASE OF DEADLOCK 


Lowden Forces Enlarge Their 


Quarters for New. Drive 
Led by Illinoisan. 


Kansas City, June 6 (A.P.)—En- 
thusiasm for Herbert Hoover ran strong 
today as opposition in the Republican 
national committee continued to be 
upset and more Hoover delegates were 
placed on the temporary roll of the 
national convention. 

The group opposing Hoover’s nomi- 
nation, having as its backbone the 
formidable block of delegates pledged 
to Lowden, still held the hope it could 
stop the cabinet member but his own 
supporters, pointing to the continuing 
favorable trend in delegate contest 
hearings actually began to talk of a 
nomination on the first ballot. 

With the opening of the convention 
less than a week away, the one big 
enigma about which revolved a perfect 
swarm of uncertainties was the “draft 
Coolidge” movement. It was conceded 
freely that if the President should 
take some step to dissuade those who 
persist in their intention of voting for 
him, Hoover would be a heavy gainer 
and measurably nearer the nomination 
on the first roll call. 

Large Block for Coolidge. 

In several States, delegations are 
more or less committed to Coolidge 
he will run, and then to Hoover if 
they become convinced that the Pres!- 
dent intends to leave the White House. 
Unless some definite disclaimer comes 
from Mr. Coolidge, there will be a large 
block of votes for him on the first bal- 
lot. 

Evidence that the Lowden group in- 
tends to press the candidacy of the for- 
mer Illinois Governor with vigor was 
seen in the new plans laid at his head- 
quarters to bring his availability to the 
attention of the delegates. More rooms 
were provided in the Baltimore Hotel 
and his managers set about having 
everything read: for Lowden himself 
to take charge when he reaches Kansas 
City. 

Along with the increasing confidence 
in the Hoover camp delegates found ine 
terest in speculating on the outcome 
of the “farmers’ revolt” which has 
been heralded by some agricultural 
leaders. A breaking down of some of the 
early enthusiasm for a monster demon- 
Stration was noted in the convention 
city, but a number of the farm-relief 
advocates already on the ground pointe 
ed out that the bulk of the corn belt 
leaders are still to come to Kansas City. 

Farm Men Disconcerted. 

Apparently the advance notices from 
several middle Western centers of a 
pilgrimage involving thousands of farm- 
ers have disconcerted some of those who 
are expected to lead the demands for 
farm relief along the lines of the ve- 
toed McNary-Haugen bill. While de- 
clining to be brought openly into dis- 
pute with some of their workers who 
insisted such a pilgrimage would even- 
tuate, a number of corn belt delegates 
frankly contended that a demonstration 
of unusual size was impossible. 

The point was made that Senater 
Watson, of Indiana, was able to get only 
one-third of the farmers to the polls in 


his fight with Hoover, in spite of the 


fact that he emphasized strongly that 
the real issue at stake was farm relief 
of the McNary-Haugen variety. Some 
observers held that inasmuch as the 
planting season has started the possi- 
bility of many farmers leaving their 
homes has become even more remote. 


Name of Curtis Mentioned. 


Among the group which is working 
unceasingly to block the nomination of 
Secretary Hoover there was presented 
occasionally the name of Curtis of Kan- 
sas, who was regarded as offering a way 
out of a deadlock in th> event neither 
Hoover nor Lowden could be put over. 
The Kansas senator has not yet reached 
the convention. city and his campaign 
on the ground is therefore awaiting its 
big impetus. 

Whatever the speculations at this 
stage of the preliminaries concern 
themselves with, in te background is 
the realization that the final align- 
ments among delegates may yet be in 
the making. A number of prominent 
party leaders still are to come, includ- 
ing Secretary Mellon, who will have a 
lot to say on what the big Pennsylvania 
delegation does, and various senators 
who frequently take a hand in the final 
selection of a nominee.

Blazing buildings, with firemen

Bureau of Standards scientists under | 
the direction of 8S. H. Ingberg, chief | 
of the fire resistance section, will be | 
on hand to note the progress of the | 


,fire. Hours later they will examine 
ithe safes and their contents and file 
reports of their findings. 

The fire will sbeagiy a scene rivaling 
any five-alarm blaze in the city’s his- 
tory, according to those familiar with 
the construction of the buildings. 

Dr. L. J. Briggs, acting director of 
the Bureau of Standards, said yester- 
day that the experiment is one attract- 
ing much attention from safe and lock 
manufacturers throughout the coun- 
try, many of whom will have repre- 
sentatives at the scene.

Mgr. Pace Tells Students 


Vice Rector of Catholic University Speaks to Grad- 
uates of K. of C. Evening School; Diplomas to 
144; O'Hara Makes Presentations.

The expenditures, compiled 
from the testimony before the com- 
mittee by accountants, were made pub- 


lic yesterday by Senator Steiwer (Re- 
publican), Oregon, the committee chair- 
man. The figures show that twelve 
of the candidates received contribu- 
tions to their campaigns totaling $683,- 
023.72 leaving a deficit of $48,058.33. 
Secretary Hoover, in his fight for the 
Republican nomination, according to 


the committee's figures, has had spent | 
in his behalf more than all of the 


Other fourteen candidates. 
Hoover Leads All, 


Mr. Hoover’s expenditures were placed 


at $380,822.11, with the remainder of 
the field totaling $350,264.94. How- 
ever, his campaign shows a deficit of 
$41,793.90, as the total contributions 
to his campaign were fixed at $339,- 
028.21. 

Gov. Smith, of New York, had the 
largest expenditures of the candidates 
for the Democratic nomination, with 
a total of $121,471.04, His campaign 
@lso shows a deficit of #559.64, with 
contributions fixed at $120,911.40. 

Next to Hoover on the Republican 
list. the largest expenditure was made 
in behalf of the candidacy. of the late 
Senator Willis, of Ohio, the outlay to- 
taling $66,769.52, with contributions of 
$61,637.77. 

Former Gov. Lowden, of Illinois, 
ranks next, with expenditures of $60,- 
922.90. Lowden, however, has a bal- 
ance left in his campaign fund, for his 
receipts are placed at $68,123.20. 


Reed Next to Smith. 


In the Democratic list, Senator Reed 
of Missouri, ranks next to Smith, with 
expenditures of $38,752.79, while his 
receipts show a total of $41,430.64. 

Senator Goff, West Virginia Repub- 
lican. who defeated Secretary Hoover 
in his State primary, reported that he 
had received no contributions and had 
borne the expenses of his campaign 
personally to the extent of $2,979.66. 

Senator Norris, likewise received no 
contributions, but friends have spent 
$6,276 in his behalf. The Nebraska 
Senator, who told the committee that 
he was not a candidate for the nomi- 
nation, testified that he also personal- 
ly had paid an advertising bill of 8&6 
to a newspaper in his State, which 
brought his total expenditures to 
$6.282. 

Senator George, of Georgia, an avow- 
ed candidate for the Democratic nomi- 
nation, has spent only $115, with no 
receipts. 


Sums Spent by Others. 


Senator Watson (Republican), Indi- 
ana, who also defeated Hoover in his 
States primary, recorded a total of $36,- 
472.76, compared with contributions of 
$35.851. 

Another senatorial Repeublican as- 
pirant, Curtis, of Kansas, had expendi- 
tures totaling $11,539.67, while his re- 
ceipts were $12,255. 

Vice President Dawes was reported to 
have expended $579.50 and received as 
much in contributions. 

Among the Democratic candidates, 
former Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, 
reported expenditures of $1,744.85 and 
contributions of $105; Senator Walsh, 
of Montana, expenditures of $1,690.25 
and contributions $1,257; Representa- 
tive Cordell Hull, of Tennessee, ex- 
penditure of $845 and receipts of $1,845, 
and former Senator Pomerene, of Ohio, 
expenditures of $100 and no contribu- 
tions.

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TREATY WITH NORWAY | 
SIGNED. BY KELLOGG 


Supplants Pact Which Has 
Been in Force for More 
Than Century. 


A treaty of friendship, commerce and 
consular rights was signed between | 
Norway and the United States yesterday 
by Secretary of State Kellogg for the 
American Government, and Halvard H 
Bachke, Norwegian Minister, on behalf 
of his country. The new treaty will 
come into force upon the exchange of 
ratifications between the two govern- 
ments and will supplant the treaty con- 
cluded by the United States with the 
King of Norway and Sweden on July 
4, 1827, which has been in force be- 
tween the United States and Norway 
for more than a century. 

Through the provisions of the new 
treaty, commercial] relations between 
the two countries will be placed on the 
unconditional most-favored-nation ba- 
sis. The treaty is similar to other pacts 
of friendship, commerce and consular 
rights signed within the last five years 
by the United States with Germany. 
Hungary, Esthonia, Salvador. Honduras 
and Latvia. 

A complete set of regulations regard- 
ing the prerogatives of consular officers 
of each country in the other country jis 
contained in the document. The pact 
which is supplanted by the present 
treaty, was in force between the United 
States and Sweden from 1827 to 1919 
The treaty of 1827 contained a condi- 
tional most-favored- nation clause 
brought forward from a still older 
treaty concluded between the govern- 
ments of the United States and Swe- 
den in 1783.

Expenditures Show Reckless 
Disregard of Taxpayers, 
Says Byrns.

Appropriations made by the session 
@f Congress just closed to meet ex- 
Penses of the Government during the 
mext fiscal year showed a net increase 
©f $238,542,508 over appropriations vot- 
_ @d by Congress last year. 

A detailed report -f ‘he appropria- 
tions made public yesterday by Chair- 
' Man Warren, of the Senate appropria- 
tions committee, recorded the total of 


funds voted at this session as $4,628,- 
045,035.09. This compares with 84,149,- 
502,526.65 appropriated by Congress a 
year ago. However, of this year’s ap- 
Ppropriations, $120,000,000 was in the 
first deficiency bill which carried funds 
to meet governmental expenses during 
the last year that Congress failed to 
appropriate when the deficiency bill of 
the 1927 session was lost. This change 
made the net increase accounted for, by 
Senator Warren. 


Budget Cu; $9,331,779. 


The veteran Senate committee chair- 
man, in his report called attention to 
the fact that Congress at this session, 
as in the past, appropriated less than 
Was proposed by the Budget Bureau, 
showing a reduction of the budget es- 
timates of 89,331,779 for this session. 
During the last seven years the appro- 
priations have been $368,525,211 less 
than the budget estimates, he added. 

“Everything considered,” declared the 
Senator. “by a careful survey of the 
whole field, this session of Congress 
has made a splendid record for saving 
public money. Prosperity and good 
times demand increased as well as new 
governmental functions.” 

At the same time, however, in state- 
ments reviewing their committee’s 
work, the two leading members of the 
House appropriations committee—Rep- 
resentative Wood, of Indiana, who has 
been acting chairman since the death 
of Representative Madden, of Llinois, 
and Representative Byrns, of Tennessee, 
ranking Democrat member—refiected 
conflicting views on the financial 
achievements of the Republican admin- 
istration.

‘Georgia, Louisiana, Alabama 
and Mississippi Suffer 
Demege by Rivers. 


SIX DEAD, Ss KNOWN TOLL 


Montgomery, Ala., June 6 (A.P.).— 
With the most acute situation in Cren- 
Shaw County, Ala., where a hurricane 
has made more than 100 persons home- 
less, four Southern States tonight were 
checking damages from torrential rains, 
floods and storms. 


Conditions attributed to the weather 

have caused six deaths and many per- 
/sons have been injured. The affected zone 
,extended from middle Georgia, across 
southern Alabama and Mississippi into 
Loutsiana. Streams in the last three 
States piled out of their banks by in- 
cessent rains were on rampage, threat- 
ening to wreak considerable more dam- 
age before the floods flow into the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

Many families have been driven from 
their homes in the lowlands, while 
property and crop damage from the 
combination of rain, flood and winds 
unofficially has been estimated in the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

Alabama National Guardsmen were in 
charge of relief work in Crenshaw 
County where the hurricane last night, 
the worst in the history of that sec- 
tion, destroyed more than 30 dwellings, 
killed 100 head of live stock and injured 
scores of inhabitants. 

One aged woman was in a critical 
condition after being crushed beneath 
falling timbers of her house, 

Tent cities were set up in the 
stricken communities of Sweetwater 
and Gravel Hill and food and clothing 
was furnished by relief agencies. 

Many families along the Sowahee 
Creek in southeastern Mississippi had 
not been able to return to their in- 
undated homes tonight, while the same 
conditions prevailed along a dozen 
streams through the flooded areas of 
Louisiana, Alabama and Mississipp!. 

Rail and highway communication, 
disrupted by the destructive elements, 
slowly were being restored to normal] 
in the upper reaches of the stricken 
districts: tonight, but some _ sections, 
isolated since Monday, have not been 
heard from.

Italy’s Envoy Presents Art 
Work in Philadelphia as 
Friendship Token. 


SYMBOL OF GRATITUDE 
AS WELL, HE ASSERTS 


Secretary, Accepting Memo- 
rial of Days of 1776, Recalls 
Genius of Italians. 


Philadelphia, June 6 (A.P.).—The 
Italian nation, through its Ambassador, 
today presented to the people of the 
United States a fountain in commemo- 
ration of the 150th anniversary of the 
Declaration of Independence. The gift, 
erected in Fairmount Park, was ac- 
cepted by Secretary of State Kellogg 
and Secretary of the Treasury Mellon. 


Nobile Giacomo de Martino, Italian 
Ambassador at Washington, in present- 
ing the fountain, which is a copy of 
the “fountain of the sea horses” in the 
Borghese Gardens, Rome, said it would 
“pring to Philadelphia the voice of the 
Eternal City, to be united with the 
voice of that bell which, on the Fourth 
1776, announced to the world 
liberty and independence of the 
It is intended to be 
a token of friendship and also a sym- 
bol of gratitude, he said. 

The Ambassador lauded Secretary 
Mellon “for the settlement of the war 
debt question on a fair and ‘honest 
basis,” and Secretary Kellogg “for the 
proposition of a pact to outlaw war 
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which will be the cornerstone of fu- | 
ture international relations.”’ 


Accepted By Kellogg. 


In accepting the fountain in behalf 
of the American people, Secretary Kel- 
logg said: 

“It would be difficult perhaps, to 
devise a gift more suited to the occa- 
sion or more expressive of the spirit 
and the external manifestations which 
have made Italy truly the fountain- 
head of art for centuries among the 
nations of the world,” Secretary Kellogg 
said. “Since the very earliest times we 
find art woven like a golden thread 
the history of the life and 
attainments of the great race inhabit- 
|ing the Italian Peninsula. Hence, it is 
fitting that the Italian government 


should have chosen to send us as its 
gift a visible reminder of one of’ the 
salient characteristics of the race—-a 
genius which has never failed through | 
endless wars and the final great strug- 
gle fof liberty and national unity.

Mrs. Calfee, assisted by the 
president of the Kenmore Association 
of Fredericksburg, will unveil the slab. 

The exercises will be marked by an 
address by Representative R. Walton 
Moore and an oration by Col. John R. 
Saunders, attorney general of Virginia 
and one of the State’s “grand old men.”

The stone marker, which was made 
after the style of the colonial period, 
contains the inscription: 

“Sacred to the memory of Mrs. Betty 
Washington Lewis, who was wife of 
Col, Fielding Lewis and sister of Gen. 
George Washington. Born June 22, 
1730, at Wakefield. Died March $l, 
1797, at Western View in Culpeper 
County.” 

The plot is inclosed by an iron fence 
and formerly was located on the prop- 
erty of Alva Oldacre, who has deeded 
the ground to the Culpeper Daughters 
of the American Revolution. Betty 
Washington was living with her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Charles Carter, in Culpeper 
County, at the time of her death.

MOTHERS OF AMERICANS. 


Nearly two hundred new officers of the | 
United States Navy will receive their 
commissions today at Annapolis. ‘These 
young men were appointed trom all parts | 
of the Union by senators and representa- | 
tives in Congress. After four years of 
trial and study under rigorous conditions 
which eliminated the unfit, the graduates 
are the best qualified manhood that the 
- country can send forth to take the brunt 
: In their hands 
will rest the security of the country in 
the supreme test of battle. 
The senators who appointed these mid- 
shipmen were so immersed in political 
schemes and so responsive to the defeat- 
ists who are trying to cripple the Navy 
that they sidetracked the bill that would 
have provided suitable vessels to be 
commanded in due time by these officers. 
» The senators concurred in the prepara- 
~ tion of the finest human material for the 

Navy, and then failed and refused fo 
- give them weapons with which to fight 
' to the best advantage. 

What kind of patriotism is that? 

The legislators who oppose the building 
‘ of a sufficient number of strong ships, 
while sending boys to Annapolis and in- 

sisting that they shall remain in the 
Navy after graduation, are helping to 
ereate a condition that might result in 
the massacre of these officers and the 
* crews under their command, to be fol- 
_ lowed by the purchase of an ignominious 
peace on terms dictated by an invader. 

It is not right that the United States 
Naval Academy should exist if the of- 
ficers trained there are to be deprived of 

up-to-date ships. Human sacrifice can be 
avoided by closing the academy and dis- 
charging officers and men as ship aiter 
ship is outclassed by foreign ships. This 
is the only honest and humane course to 
pursue if the demands of pacifists and 
defeatists are based on sound reasoning. 
‘Let the United States, instead of relying 
upon its own valor for the maintenance 
of peace and security, do away with the 
thought of war and establish the prin- 
- ciple of purchasing these blessings with 
money. Why spend millions in preparing 
officers and men, providing them with 
‘costly ships and guns, and subjecting 
them to the horrors of war, when the 
‘same millions with a few added might 
buy peace? 

But for the stout-hearted women of the 
United States it is possible that Congress 
might sink so low as to adopt the base 
‘and cowardly logic of the pacifists. It 
'was not thus in the noble days of the re- 
‘public; but the deliberate failure of the 
- Senate to provide modern ships for the 
‘Navy is only too convincing evidence of 
the inroads made by defeatism in de- 

bilitating the fiber of antique American- 
ism. Money, not valor, would be the last 
- bulwark of American security but for 
the mothers of Americans. They will 
not tolerate this poltroon policy of buying 
counterfeit peace and perfidious security. 
‘These mothers, like the mother eagle, 
will protect ‘their own. They saw their 
-eaglets sent to battle unprepared and 
poorly armed; and any one who saw their 
‘lightning glance in 1918 knows well 
‘enough what will happen to future Sen- 
‘ates if coward pacifism brings about the 
‘needless slaughter of American boys. 

The legislators who stand firmly tor 
‘American preparedness against war are 
‘doing God’s work for peace on earth. 
“Those who take the coward’s path are“ 
‘doing the devil's work. In the day of 
éyeckoning the mothers of Americans will 
cattend to them.

The immediate 
necessity, however, is to establish a collection 
which, as the years pass, wil] become increas- 
ingly valuable and interesting. Frederick D. 
Owen, Federal artist and designer and planner 
of ceremonies, who will become curator of the 
new museum, has been entrusted with an im- 
portant work. In his capable hands there 
will be created an exhibition of nationa) in- 
terest. 
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THE EPSOM DERBY. 

The Epsom Derby, which traces its origin 
back to the eighteenth century, was contested 
for the 148th time yesterday. Modest enough 
in its inception, it speedily developed into 


great importance, and for many decades of 
years past it has been universally regarded as 
the greatest of all the horse races of the world. 
It is one of the five Simon pure “classics.” It 
is confined to 3-year-old colts and fillies at 
fixed weights, so that there {fs no suggestion 
of a handicap or of penalties or allowances, 
save the few pounds that colts are called upon 
to concede to fillies as a matter of sex. At that, 
a filly seldom wins: not every year develops a

The Derby is not only a great race, bul it 
also a great show. 
year alter vear a bigger crowd than any event 
in England or elsewhere can collect. ‘rhe 
crowd is a motley one: from the king and 
queen down to the three-card sharper and the 
thimble rigger, all grades of society are repre- 
sented. It is also a joyful crowd—every one 
is out fora good time. It can not be accurately 
numbered. Those who pay their way into the 
stands, rings, paddocks and inclosures, and 
who can therefore be counted by means of the 
turnstiles, form but a fraction of those varie- 
gated hosts that pay nothing and swarr al] 
over the far-famed Epsom Downs, defying pre- 
cise enumeration, but usually roughly esti- 
mated at any figure from 600,000 to 750,000. 
Once seer, this crowd is a sight to be forever 
remembered. 

The Derby is of a distance of a mile and a 
half, and is therefore well calculated to test 
stamina as well as speed. The difficult down- 
hill, slanting turn at Tattenham corner {Is a 
severe test of jockeyship, and many a race has 
been lost and won at this point. The famous 
jockey, Fred Archer, used to hug the rail at 
Tattenham corner so closely that he was actu- 
ally known to scrape off some of ‘the white 
paint on the rail on his riding boot. 

The public favorite often fall& to win the 
great race. That was the case yesterday when 
Lord Derby’s Fairway, backed down to a short 
price on account of his good form as a 2-year- 
old and of his recent victory in the Newmarket 
Stakes, failed to finish in the first five. ‘The 
actual victor was Felstead, an outsider that 
started at the long odds of 33 to 1 against, and 
won comfortably by a length and a half from 
Flamingo, the recent winner of the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas. Black Watch, another outsider, 
was third, six lengths in the rear of Flamingo. 
The time record for the race, 2 minutes 34 2-5 
seconds, which was set up only last year by 
Call Boy, was equaled by Felstead. 

Another Derby, to be long talked of, has 
gone down into history with all the eclat that 
befits so ancient and so interesting an institu- 
tion. 


POKE-BONNET LASSIES. 


London’s Salvation Army lassies have suc- 
cumbed to the lure of style. Since it was 
first founded the army has been dlistinguish- 
able by its uniform: blue suits and red-banded 
military caps for the men, long-skirted dresses 
and poke bonnets for the women. London’s 
Salvation Army lassies, however, are about to 
discard the poke bonnet. In its place will be 
worn a “‘cloche” style hat. 

The poke bonnet will not be abandoned in 
America. ‘‘The right to wear it, everywhere 
and always,” says a statement issued from the 
New York headquarters of the army, ‘was 
purchased at too great a cost for it Ilghtly 
to be supplanted. It is more permanent than 
any wave of fashion affecting woman’s crown- 
ing glory, and will continue with its clustering 
‘bun’ to soothe the eyes of the American pub- 
lic until all the varfants of dressing the female 
head have been exhausted.” 

Praise be! Poke bonnets may not be indi- 
vidually becoming, they may offend the esthetic 
sense of modern members of the army, but 
they have come to stand for an organization 
that is a friend in need, and they have earned 
a place in public esteem not unlike that occu- 
pied by the Red Cross symbol. It is a pity 
that the London branch of the Salvation Army 
has discarded its picturesque uniform. It will 
still be the army, of course, but it can not be 
quite the same.

The theory that politicians deal always in 
hidden motives has been held too long to be 
abandoned.

SUPREME COURT CLEANS UP. 


The Supreme Court of the United States 
practices what it preaches through its mem- 
bers. The -highest court in the land ad- 
journed this week with all the congestion of 
accumulated cases cleared up and nothing on 
the docket but cases of even date. To do this 
the justices have devoted more time and 
energy to their duties than the average man 
gives to his business or profession. They have 
in two terms handed down decisions in more 
than 1,700 cases, a task which involved study 
and labor far into the night. 

Only a few years ago the docket of the 
Supreme Court was in much the same condi- 
tion that today characterizes most of the 
courts of the country. The filing of a case 
before the court moant that there would be a 
delay of a year or two before a decision could 
be expected, This situation served only to 
emphasize the delay which litigants had en- 
Four or five 


years sometimes clapsed between the timethat 


an action in the Federal courts was inaug- | 


urated and its final determination. 

Public sentiment questioned the necessity 
for consuming so much time. The bar of the 
country sought to expedite court business. 
Members of the Supreme Court participated in 
the discussions and urged more expeditious 
handling of cases. They did not, however, 
moralize and do no more. ‘They realized that 
the weight of their advice would have much 
more force if they set their own house in 
order. They have done this in a much shorter 
time than any one thought possible. If the 
other courts will follow their example relief 
will be at hand.

The glory that was hers 
when she was one of the chief intellectual 
centers of Europe has largely departed; but 
something of her old-time glamour must surely 
have descended on her during these last two 
weeks, when her streets were thronged with 
notables—king, prime minister, archbishops, 
senators, representatives of universities and 
numerous other invited guests—all asseimn- 
bled to do honor to the Augustinian friar, ray 
Luls de Leon, the (1528-1928)

and made them his enemies, and he still fur- 
ther antagonized them his quick temper 
and his satiric tangue.

It includes ‘‘The Perfect Housewife,” which 
has been called ‘‘a gem of sixteenth century 
pedagogical literature,”” and has been de- 
scribed as “the work of one who understood 
women better than most celibate professors 
have done.” “The Names of Christ,” re- 
markable for its style and its imagery; metri- 
cal translations from the Old Testament, from 
Virgil, and from Horace; and several original 
odes. In virtue of these latter, Leon is 
ranked among the masters of Castilian lyric 
poetry and among the mystics of his country. 
There are, indeed, not a few who are inclined 
to regard him as the greatest of the lyric 
poets, and certainly one of the greatest of 
the mystics, that Spain has _ produced. 
Salamanca with good right and reason 
cherishes his memory, and points with pride 
to the chair from which he delivered his lec- 
tures, and to his statue in the quiet, grass- 
grown courtyard of the university, which he 
helped to make famous,

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Counsel Argues Committee 
Had No Quorum When 
It Questioned Him. 
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SIDDONS IS TO DECIDE 


(Associated Press.) 


After counsel had spent the greater 
part of the day arguing on a motion to 
strike out testimony relative to the 
senators in attendance at the Senate 
committee meetings when Robert W. 
Stewart refused to answer questions, 
the motion was withdrawn with the 
understanding that Ingham Mack, a 
committee clerk, would take the stand 
today and produce the official minutes 
of the meetings. 


The legality of the meetings had 
been questioned by Frank J. Hogan, 
counsel for Stewart, who is chairman 
of the Standard Oil Co., of Indiana, 
end is standing trial for refusing to 
answer questions propounded to him in 
the Senate inquiry about activities of 
the Continental Trading Co. 

Hogan contended that the evidence 
showed only three senators to have 
been present when Stewart’s alleged 
misdemeanor occurred, in connection 
with the defense claim that a quorum 
of the committee was necessary before 
business could be legally transacted. 

District Attorney Leo A. Rover pre- 
cipitated the arguments by a motion to 
strike out the testimony of Edward J. 
Bullock, vice president of the Indiana 
Oil Co., and others in respect to the 
senators on hand when the refusals 
were made. 

Similar motions regarding testimony 
about the Fall-Sinclair conspiracy mis- 
trial had been” granted previously. 
Rover said it was customary in _ all 
congressional business to presume that 
a quorum was present unless a point 
was raised against it. and described the 
evidence submitted on the point as im- 
material. 

The jury was released for the day 
when it became apparent that no set- 
tlement would be reached without 
lengthy debate. Justice Siddons re- 
quested and received from prosecution 
and defense counsel numerous cita- 
tions of precedents bearing on the is- 
sue, and said he would study these, be- 
fore making a ruling. 

He intimated an intention to rule 
only on what would constitute a legal 
committee meeting, adding that it 
would have to be left for the jury to 
de@ide on the facts about whether or 
rot the February 2 and 3 Senate com- 
mittee sessions when Stewart's refusals 
took place were legal.

LAND VALUES, BOARD SAYS 


Gradual Improvement Noted, 
Lessons Learned From Bank 
Failures, Report States. 


EUGENE MEYER PRAISED 


(Associated Press.) 

The bottom of depression in farm 
values has passed, the Federal Farm 
Loan Board declared yesterday in Its 
annual report. 

“Indications are seen of a turn in the 
tide, and farm values are gradually im- 
proving,” the report said. 

While admitting that some of the 
farm banks had been mismanaged, with 
the result that three of them were 
thrown into the hands of receivers dur- 
ing last year, the board said that the 
farm Joan system had demonstrated its 
soundness and usefulness. 

“The mistakes of the past must serve 
as lessons for the future,” the report 
added. “Banks of the system that have 


been efficiently managed and have ob- | 


served the law and regulations have 


been compensated by absence of real 
trouble. Banks that have departed 
from sound policies and practice have 
learned much by costly experience that 
should serve the purpose of reform. 

“Banks that have not entertained 
proper respect for the law and sound 
policies and practices or have made 
loans from the point of view of volume 
without proper regard for quality 
order to swell the amounts of appar- 
ent earnings have suffered and 
of them have fallen into receivership.’ 

Declaring that 
nearly $2,500,000,000 in loars outstand- 
ing on December 31, the board de- 
clared that under the improved man- 
agement of Eugene Meyer, Farm Loan 
Commission, the system was expected 
to become more useful to the farming 
communities. 

The entire bureau virtually has been 
reorganized, the report said, and special 
steps h ‘e been taken to reflect actual 
conditions in the reports of the banks 
to board anw the public.

.| Operatives that any one who still 


doubts that flying is safer than horse- 
back riding should take a trip to Holly- 
wood and look around. Even the mo- 
tion picture heroes are piloting planes, 
chased through the skies by flying 
cameras. 

Only. a little while ago the idea of 
asking an actor to fly through a scene 
—himself, not a double—seemed bizarre.

THE ANSWERS. 


1. Pass. It is a hand that makes a 
No Trump bid tempting, but conven- 
tion has prescribed a definite No 
Trump limitation of three sults stopped 
with a hand better than the average; 
or, using the count of Ace 4, King 3, 
Queen 2 and Jack 1, three suits stop- 
ped with a hand that counts 11 or 
more. This hand has three suits safely 
stopped—but it counts only 10 and 
¢onsequently is only average jp 


Strength. It is not wise, unless su- 
premely expert and playing against in- 
expert adversaries, to bid No Trump 
with a count of less than 11. An ex- 
cuse for a light initial sult-bid is that 
it may prove a valuable lead-director. 
No such excuse exists for a light initial 


North, over the dou- 
bler and facing a No Trumper, has 
strength enough to expect that East 
will have a bust and that West’s dou- 
ble may spell trouble for his side. The 
redouble is not made witht the expec- 
tation that it will stand and South be 
permitted to play one No Trump at 40 
per trick; but with the idea that it 
will show strength to South and may 
enable him to double East’s take-out, 
whatever it may be. (Of course, 
South’s double would be business after 
North’s redouble.) North would be 
justified in bidding two No Trumps in 
the above situation if playing the 
third game of a rubber. 

3. A close guess between one No 
Trump and one Heart. If East's Dia- 
mond holding produce two stoppers, 
No Trump probably would prove to be 
the wiser selection; but it may pro- 
duce only one, and in that event the 
Heart bid would be apt to be much 
more successful. West's double has 
asked for a Major if East have four 
cards of either Spades or Hearts.

DO not think that there is anything

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Real Reasons for Girls Going to College, 
EAR Girls: In yesterday’s paper 
D we commented on some very fool- 
ish reasons why some girls want 
to go to college. Now for some good 
ones. 

First—Because a girl has the same 
need for a college education that a 
boy has. She is to be a voting citizen, 
@ participating member of the com- 
munity, a wage earner before marriage 
and a wage contributor and spender 
after marriage. She needs the same 
knowledge that a boy needs of civics, 
current events, sociology, economics, 


English, language, general science and 
history. 


Second—Because a girl needs her 
kind of special training just as boys 
get their kind, for earning her living 
in a skilled occupation or profession. 
Girls no longer stick around the house 
waiting to be married, Quite regard- 
less of whether they should or should 
not marry at 16 or 18 immediately 
after leaving the public school, the ma- 
jority do not.

STANDARD WORLD MAP| 
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‘At the Present Rate It Will,

Take 70 Years to Finish 
Its Share. 


(By Associated Press.) 

The United States is behind other 
nations in producing its share of the 
standard map of the world. In 1913 
‘this country assisted in the organiza- 


'tion of the “central bureau of the map 


of the world on the millionth scale,”’ 
which agreed on a plan for each coun- 
|try to map its own area in a series of 
Standard sheets. 

Only 4 of the 72 sheets of the 
'United States and insular possessions 
are complete, and at the present rate 
/it would require 70 years to finish the 
work. European countries have com- 
pleted 150 sheets. 

The Federal Board of Surveys and 
Maps has recommended to Secretary 
Work that he urge Congress to adopt 
a definite plan that will assure com- 
pletion of America’s,share of the map 
in ten years. 

The purpose of the map-making plan 
was to bring out of the chaos of many 
mas made by many agencies on many 
scales one that is standard,\the unities 
of which would be on the same specifi- 
cations. Development of such a map 
has been the dream of geographers for 
many years.

Tecent articles in The Washington Post 
describing the dangerous situation 
growing out of the road-hogging tac- 
tics of public vehicle operators have 
been accorded the full approval of 
Many leaders of local traffic thought. 

Both Harland and Inspector Brown 
voiced their gratitude for The Post’s 
aid in a situation admittedly diffcult 
to deal with and, together with scores 
of official and unofficial observers of 
conditions, yesterday noted a decided 
improvement in the conduct of bus 
and taxi drivers whose notorious mis- 
behavior has brought them general 
condemnation. 

Harland declared traffic authorities 
have been concerned with the danger- 
ous situation created by operators of 
public vehicles who so often show lit- 
tle regard for the rights or welfare of 
others. An endeavor is being made to 
clear up the situation, he said, by the 
promulgation and enforcement of 
Such a campaign 
as The Post has waged against the 
evil which has afflicted Washington 
Harland declared, has the 
effect of greatly strengthening the hand 
of traffic authorities. 


Revocation Is Big Weapon. 


Asked if the police are not expected 
to take cognizance of violations of the 
traffic code such as have been cited in 
The Post articles, Inspector Brown said 
that members of the force are under 
instructions at all times to act in the 
cases of all haw violations, traffic or 
otherwise. If the officers fail to do so 
and their failure becomes known to 
their superiors, the inspector said, they 
can be cited to answer for neglect of 
duty. 

Revoking of permits of those opera- 
tors of public vehicles who exercise 
little caution or intelligence in their 
driving is a weapon which the inspec- 
tor believes can be used effectively to 
cope with their misc-nduct. And he 
proposes to urge its use wherever it 
May be necessary. 

Numerous observers of Washington 
traffic have come forward to approve 
the arraignment of unmitigated arro- 
gance exhibited by the drivers of many 
public vehicles. Among them were 
several who, in an official or unofficial 
capacity, have been students of traffic 
for many years. 

Commendation of revelations made 
through The Post was voiced by 
Ernest N. Smith, general manager of 
the American Automobile Association. 

“Safe driving conditions undoubtedly 
are the greatest objective of motor- 
dom,” said Smith. “The constant in- 
crease in automobile registrations 
Maturally brings with it greater driv- 
ing hazards, but they do not neces- 
sarily need to become acute. With the 
concerted cooperation of organized 
motordom and of motorists generally, it 
ig possible to exert a very definite con- 
trol of the dangers which result from 
the increasing congestion on our 
streets and highways. 


Bus Tactics Denounced. 
“The operator of a public vehicle, 


' @ither bus or taxicab, although an ex- 


- enforcemen: 


pert in his line, nevertheless is subject 
to the same human failings as all 
motorists. In fact, it is reasonable to 
expect that he will be the more likely 
to become negligent in his driving 
practices by reason of his continuous 
mingling with traffic. He hasag desti- 
nation which is to be reached as 
quickly as possible and at times he will 
be found to show an overanxiety to get 
there without delay. If he will but 
realize that to take chances and violate 
the accepted rules of the road are not 
worth the price which eventually must 
be exacted, the process of education will 
be made so much easier. It is only 
through continual caution that the 
hazards of motoring can be main- 
tained at a minimum.” 

Sharp denunciation of the tactics 
employed by bus and taxi drivers was 
expressed by Edward M. Wallace, presi- 
dent of the Washington Automotive 
Trade Association, who was unequivocal 
in his approval of The Post’s stand and 
recalled personal instances in support 
of his statements. 

*“T live at Six*eenth street and Colum- 
bia road,” said Wallace, “and naturally 
make considerable use of Sixteenth 
street in going to and from the down- 
town section. Scarcely a day goes by 
without supplying graphic illustration 
of the fact that buses are being driven 
with surprisingly little respect for the 
property or safety of others who use 
the streets. 

“I know, and every other observant 
motorist knows, that buses refuse to 
wait for the green signal. They inva- 
tiably start on the yellow. Further- 
more, a common occurrence is to see 
one bus pass another in such a man- 
ner that the passing bus is far over 
te the left of the street, and headed 
directly in the line of oncoming ve- 
hicles. This doesn’t occur just every 
now and then, but it is happening all 
the time. ' 


Few Check-ups on Buses. 


“From a window of my residence I 
have an excellent view of the traffic 
panorama of Sixteenth street and Co- 
lumbia road, admittedly one of the 
most dangerously congested of our in- 
tersections. Conditions there are in a 
kad way, aggravated to really alarming 
extent by the actions of bus and taxi 
drivers and by the failure of police 
officers to take sry notice of their vio- 
lations. And that particular matter 
deserves immediate aitention. : 

“What I mean is this: Often one 
will notice a motorcycle officer racing 
down Sixteenth street at a dangerously 
fast pace, attempting to catch a mo- 
torist down the line who may be ex- 
ceeding the speed limit by a few miles 
an hour. If that policeman would 
park himself at Sixteenth and Colum- 

@ road and watch for bus and taxi 
law violator:—and there ave enough ol! 
them to keep more than one ‘officer 
‘busy—he would be rendering a far 
‘greater public service.” 
~ “Why is it,” Wallace asks, “that ou 
officers never seem to 
ehecl! up on bus or taxi drivers? 

- “Jt is rare that one sees a policeman 
admonishing the driver of a _ public 
conveyance, although it is apparent 
that such drivers frequently are in need 
‘of admonition. It is so rare that thou- 
3a. of motorists probably will fai) 
to recall a single instance when they 
seen a bus driver warned. And

J. A, Brown, 307 C street, is a taxi 


driver. Further than this Brown is 
gifted with loyalty and discernment, 
two qualities that make him an ideal 
spokesman for the courteous, law-abid- 
ing taxi driver. 

Brown travels the streets of the Na- 
tional Capital from twelve to fifteen 
hours daily for the purpose, as he says 
it, of “making an honest living.” Ad- 
mitting a very large degree of accuracy 
in the charges made through The Post— 
that taxi and bus drivers constitute one 
of the most disruptive influences in 
Washington traffic today~-Brown con- 
tends that it is a minority of the cab 
operators that give the whole group a 
bad reputation. 

The sole representative of the taxi in- 
terests—large or small, employer or em- 
ploye—to come forward and answer the 
accusations brought against the public 
vehicle operators, Brown came into the 
office of the writer yesterday with a 
copy of The Post opened to the page 
which contained the story of the driv- 
ing misconduct of members of the group 
to which he belongs. 

He came, he said, not to say that The 
Post was wrong in its charges but to 
point out that those taxi drivers who 
do obey the law,“who try always to be 
gentlemen and who would agrce with a 
private vehicle operator that “black was 
white if the private owner said it was,” 
felt that their side of the case should 
be presented to the public. 

“I don’t deny that there are cab 
drivers who are guilty of all the things 
your paper says and more, too,” he said, 
“but there are many who are not guilty 
of them.” 

The latter cab driver, he declared, 
wanted to be set right with the public, 
the public that he serves, and whose 
patronage means “an honest living.” 
The driver who does obey the law—and 
Brown was discerning enough to know 
that he did not need even to imply 
that he belonged to this group—did not 
want to be forgotten in the deluge of 
accusations against cab operators gen- 
erally, he pointed out. 

“There are lot of us drivers,”’ he said. 
“who couldn't do those things even if 
we wanted to. Our employers have a 
kind of discipline of their men that 
wouldn’t permit anything like that. 

“Some of us have flat orders not to 
speed. If some one reports us for 
speeding, well there’s an envelope wait- 
ing for us when we get back to our 
headquarters. None of us want to take 
a chance on losing his job. I don’t 
mean to say that cab drivers don't 
speed. You can see them doing it all 
the time, as your paper says. But lots 
of us don’t speed. 

“There are enough of them that do 
speed, though, to give us all a bad 
reputation, if the public does not re- 
member that all cab drivers are not 
alike, just as all private operators are 
not alike. ; 

“Now, about tne right of way. Some 
of us are warned that we can’t even 
argue with a private driver about the 
right of way. If he wants it, he gets 
it, that’s all. But. I’m not trying to 
tell you that all taxi drivers obey this 
rule. Lots of them just go out and 
take the right of way whenever they 
can, which is most of the time. Still, 
where you’ve got uw hard rule like that, 
no driver with any sense is going to 
take a chance on losing his job. 


starting on the amber light. I’ve had 
cab drivers blow as hard at me for not 
starting on the amber as any pri- 
vate car driver ever has Lots of other 
cab operators have had the same 
thing happen to them” 

The type of cab driver who does 
not violate the law and who tries to 
obey the rules of courteous driving 
would like to see the “freebooter,” the 
right-of-way pirate, and the speeder 
among the public carrier drivers run 
off the streets just as ardently as any 
private vehicle owner, according to 
Brown. Their tactics he declares, give 


this important matter, and I am glad 
to see it taking up the problem force- 
fully in the interest of better and safer 
motoring conditions in Washington. 

That bus drivers too often overstep 
the bounds of fairness and safety in 
handling their vehicles is the opinion 
of Rudolph Jose, veteran motorist, who 
has been long interested in local traf- 
fic problems. He expressed his appro- 
bation of The Post’s desire to expose a 
condition which he considers has be- 
come sufficiently dangerous to cal] for 
immediate action. 

“Bus drivers constantly are taking 
advantage of Washington motorists and 
intimidating them by the size and 
weight of their cars,” he says. “It is an 
undeniable fact that bus drivers ‘rush 
the signals’ almost always. They pass 
dangerously close to other cars fre- 
quently and seem to consider that the 
streets are theirs by right of conquest. 

“Only the other day two huge buses 
were parked side by side on Thirteenth 
street, so that fully half of that wide 
thoroughfare was blocked. Such tac- 
tics simply defeat the purpose of the 
widening which has been done, and the 
practice is certainly to be condemned. 


Newer Drivers Blamed. 


“That many taxi drivers are guilty 
of countless traffic violations dally 
there can be no question. I believe, 
however, that a significant proportion 
of violations may be credited to the 
newer drivers. It is my conviction that 
if the taxi companies would take these 
men aside and state the case fairly and 
emphatically much good would be done, 
These newer men, it seems to me, need 
m.ore supervision. 

“There are many fine operators 
among the taxi men of the city, but 
the group as a whole is given a black 
ey* through the amazingly flagrant 
violations by what I really think to be 
a limited number of drivers. 

“The bus situation is a most trouble- 
some one, and should be corrected be- 
fore it becomes worse than it is. With 
the bus situation cleared up and with 
the consistent law violators among the 
taxi drivers either educated to better 
ways or eliminated, local traffic con- 
ditions should be vastly improved.” 


“There’s the same kind of rule about | 


the whole group an undeservedly bad 
reputation, and they do not. compete 
on a fair basis with the driver who 
“lives up to the code,” 

That certainly is no excuse for any 
taxi driver falling to know and abide 
by the tenets of legal and considerate 
driving, in Brown's opinion. 

“Driving the streets from twelve to 
fifteen hours a day under all kinds of 
traffic conditions, a man’s got to be 
absolutely dumb, thick and have a 
skull that nothing can penetrate to 
not become a skilled professional 
driver,” he says. 

In making this statement, he is 
prepared with other statistics to sup- 
port it, such as figures which reveal 
that there are 1,700 cabs in Washing- 
ton, which travel approximately 8,500 
miles a day, averaging 50 miles each. 

That “not all taxi drivers are bad,” 
reflected Brown’s loyalty te.his kind. 

That “many of them are,” showed his 
discernment, 

His employer, whom, he declared 
with emphasis, did not know anything 
about his visit to. the writer, should 
be glad to have such a man en his 
pay roll,

STEWARD ANNOUNCES 
APPEAL TO CONGRESS 


Personnel Board Also Facing 
Problems Needing Legisla- / 
tion, Members Say. 


As it is to be administerer under the 
ruling. of Comptroller General McCarl, 
the Welch pay raise act will cost the 
Government $6,000,000 less than Con- 
gress intended it should cost, it was 
estimated yesterday by th Federation 
of Federal] Employes. j 
Statisticians of the Federation esti- 
mated that the raises authorized by 
McCarl will add only $18,000.000 to the 
Government payroll, whereas the raises 
which Cong-ess thought it was grant- 
ing would have added $24,000,000. 

The cut of $6,000,000 .s effected by 


McCarl’s ruling that employes in the 
lower salary rates of the various grades 
shall be moved ahead two rates, while 
the employe in the middle and those 
between him and the top of the grade 
shall be moved ahead only one rate. 


Translated Into Money. 


Translated into money, this means, 
in most cases, that the first, or lower 
group will ,et $120 more, while the em- 
ploye in the middle of the grade and 
those beyond him will get only $60 
more. 

Congress, Federation officials said, in- 
tsnded that all employes in a grade 
except the one at the top should be 
mcved aheati two salary rates. The 
employe at the top, it was realized, 
could only move ahead one rate. 
Luther C. Steward, president of the 
Federation of Federal Employes, an- 
nounced yesterday that he would ap- 
peal to Congress to make a general re- 
adjustment of the salary rates set by 
the Welch act. He said he was confi- 
dent that the sentiment in Congress 
would favor such a readjustment. 


Federation Going to Congress. 


In the opinion of Steward, Comp- 
troller General McCarl, in his recent , 
regulations for the administration of 
the Welch act, failed to carry out the 
wishes of Congress. 

Steward also announced that the 
federation would make a determined 
drive to have the next session of Con- 
gress pass the Madden bill, which 
would eliminate the “average rate of 
the grade” provision from the depart- 
mental appropriation acts. This pro- 
vision has done much in the past to 
hold down promotions. 

Chief clerks of Government depart- r 
ments, meantime, are prepared to pro- 
ceed with making necessary promo- 
tions under the interpretation by Mc- 
Carl. 

Personnel Board’s Views. 


Believing the law can not interfere 
witQ promotions due, department 
heads entrusted with efficiency rat- 
ings decided yesterday to continue 
their check on these 

Employes affected can receive a raise 
not only from the Welch bill, but their 
promotion tncrease as well should de- 
partment ‘1idministrative officers de- 
cide to grant them raises on efficiency 
ratings or promote them to higher 
salaried positions, it was said. 

It was decided that -McCarl’s inter- 
pretation of the salary raise legislation 
interfered in no way with the discre- 
tionary power oi administrative offi- 
cers with regard to routine increased 
ratings or promotions and that they 
may allow increased ratings or promo- 
tions providing deficits are not in- 
curred by granting them 

Meanwhile some problems are pre- 
sented to the personnel classification 
board under the new law and it may 
refer them to Congress for remedial! 
legislation. 

The classification board believes Mc- 
Carl’s interpretation tends to placement 
of many employes in the professiona! 
and clerical services in a higher grade 
than Congress intended, and hesitates 
to allocate more clerks in a highe! 
grade until] Congress has advised as to 
its future policy. 


Must Wait on Congress, 


This applies particularly to employe: 
now in Grade 3 of the. professional 
service, and Grade 10 of the clerical. 
These employes will be receiving less 
than those with whom they are work- 
ing, and who were one salary level 
higher when the Welch bill passed. Top 
salary employes in Grades 3 and 10 
about to be reclassified before McCar!'s 
decision may now have to await re- 
classification. 

While they could be allocated to 
Grades 4 and 11, formerly vacant, they , 
would be doing the same work but tor 
less remuneration than workers in 
Grades 5 and 12. The board hesitates 
about placing more in Grades 5 and 12, 
new allocations, than it believes Con- 
gress intended. 

McCarl’s interpretation, unless hé« 
changes it, is regarded final, however, 
until Congress decides otherwise.
